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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . Claims 1 1 ,24-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lin et al (6,289,243) in view of Cordero et al (6,298,255). 

Figure 4 of Lin shows a cable 46, a station adapter 42, which can be attached to a 
monitor, and a sensor adapter. Elements 44 or 52 can both or either be considered to 
be sensor adapters, since electrodes 60,62, as well as electrodes 48,50 can be 
attached to the cable via such adapter. Cordero teaches a memory device 40 which 
can be located at various locations, including on an 'interface connector', which is 
considered to be a station adapter, see column 9 of Cordero. Such memory device 
stores various types of information, including 'cable identification data', see column 14. 
It would have been obvious to use the memory device of Cordero with the cable of Lin 
since such would be a combination of known prior art elements combined to yield a 
predictable result. Further, since the memory element can be located anywhere along 
the sensors 2 of Cordero, the limitation of having a 'memory support device' as set forth 
in claim 24 is met. Further, as taught in column 9 of Cordero, the memory can be on 
each electrode. Thus, using more than one memory device is considered to be obvious 
over the teachings of Cordero.
